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The National Assessment of Educational Progress (NAEP) assesses reading in two content areas: reading for literary experience and to gain

information. The NAEP reading scale ranges from 0 to 500.

Overall Reading Results for Ohio

® In 2005, the average scale score for fourth-grade students in Ohio
was 223. This was not significantly different from! their average
score in 2003 (222), and was higher than their average score in
1992 (217).

® Ohio's average score (223) in 2005 was higher than that of the
Nation's public schools (217).

o Of the 52 states and other jurisdictions? that participated in the
2005 fourth-grade assessment, students' average scale scores in
Ohio were higher than those in 22 jurisdictions, not significantly
different from those in 25 jurisdictions, and lower than those in 4
jurisdictions.

® The percentage of students in Ohio who performed at or above the
NAEP Proficient level was 34 percent in 2005. This percentage

was not significantly different from that in 2003 (34 percent), and 268 or above

was greater than that in 1992 (27 percent).

® The percentage of students in Ohio who performed at or above the
NAEP Basic level was 69 percent in 2005. This percentage was
not significantly different from that in 2003 (69 percent), and was
greater than that in 1992 (63 percent).

® |n 2005, male students in Ohio had an average score that was
lower than that of female students by 6 points. In 1992, the
average score for male students was lower than that of female
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than that of students who were not eligible for free/reduced-price
school lunch by 27 points. In 2002, the average score for students
who were eligible for free/reduced-price school lunch was lower '92
than the score of those not eligible by 24 points.

® In 2005, the score gap between students at the 75th percentile and
students at the 25th percentile was 45 points. In 1992, the score
gap between students at the 75th percentile and students at the
25th percentile was 43 points.

Scores at selected percentiles on the NAEP reading scale indicate how
well students at lower, middle, and higher levels of the distribution
performed.
